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INTRODUCT ION 


This bulletin contains streamflow data collected by the 
Hydrologic Data Branch of the Division of Water Resources during 
I971. 


The data are presented in two sections. The first 
section, under the heading "Streamflow Stations", contains data 
for stations operated on a year round basis and the second section, 
headed "Summer Gauging Sites", provides data from sites gauged 
during the summer period only, with the aid of seasonal employees. 


Enquiries concerning the data in this bulletin should be 
made to the Supervisor of the Hydrologic Data Branch. 


DATA QUALITY 


Many of the flows were determined by direct measurement; 
others are values calculated from a reading of water elevation and 
an empirically determined stage-discharge relationship. 


The following terms are used to describe the quality of 
the records: 


Excellent; Records obtained at a site where an intensive 
discharge measurement program has produced a well-defined 
and stable stage-discharge relationship. 


Good: Records obtained from a site where an intensive dis- 
charge measurement program has produced a well-defined stage- 
discharge relationship which is not completely stable due to 

minor shifting of the stream bed or other channel properties 

which control water levels. 


Fair: Records obtained from a site where scarcity of dis- 
charge measurements has permitted only moderate definition 
of the stage-discharge relationship. 
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DATA QUALITY (continued) 


Poor: Records obtained from a site where an unstable con- 
trol, poor discharge measurement section or scarcity of 
discharge measurements has resulted in a poorly defined 
stage-discharge relationship. 


OTHER DATA SOURCES 


Data collected by the Hydrologic Data Branch on a daily 
basis throughout the year in Southern Ontario are not published 
in this bulletin, For convenience, these data are included in 
the Federal Government publication, "Surface Water Data - Ontario", 
That publication, which includes streamflow and water level data 
for numerous rivers and lakes in the Province, is published 
annually by the Water Survey of Canada, Department of the Environment, 
Data obtained in Northern Ontario by the Hydrologic Data Branch 
are published in Ontario Water Resources Commission bulletins 
entitled "Data for Northern Ontario Water Resources Studies",

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SUMMER GAUGING SITE DATA 
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INTRODUCTION 


This bulletin contains streamflow data collected by 
the Hydrologic Data Section of the Water Resources Division 
during 1972. 


The data are presented in two sections. The first 
section, under the heading "Streamflow Stations", contains 
data for stations operated on a year round basis and the second 
section, headed ''Summer Gauging Sites", provides data from 
sites gauged during the summer period only, with the aid of 
seasonal employees. 

Enquiries concerning the data in this bulletin 
should be made to the Supervisor of the Hydrologic Data Section. 


DATA QUALITY 


Many of the flows were determined by direct measure- 
ment; others are values calculated from a reading of water 
elevation and an empirically determined stage~discharge 
relationship. 


The following terms are used to describe the quality 
of the records: 


Excellent: Records obtained at a site where an 
intensive discharge measurement program has produced 
a well-defined and stable stage-discharge relationship, 


Good: Records obtained from a site where an 
intensive discharge measurement program has produced a 
well-defined stage-discharge relationship which is not 
completely stable due to minor shifting of the stream 
bed or other channel properties which control water 
levels. 
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DATA QUALITY (continued) 


Fair: Records obtained from a site where scarcity 
of discharge measurements has permitted only moderate 
definition of the stage-discharge relationship. 


Poor: Records obtained from a site where an unstable 
control, poor discharge measurement section or scarcity 
of discharge measurements has resulted in a poorly 
defined stage-discharge relationship.

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INTRODUCTION 


This bulletin contains streamflow data collected by the 
Hydrologic Data Section of the Water Resources Division during 1973. 


The data are presented in two sections. The first section, 
under the heading "Streamflow Stations", contains data for stations 
operated on a year round basis and the second section, headed 
"Summer Gauging Sites", provides data from sites gauged during the summer 
period only, with the aid of seasonal employees. 


Enquiries concerning the data in this bulletin should be 
made to the Supervisor of the Hydrologic Data Section. 


DATA QUALITY 


Many of the flows were determined by direct measurement; 
others are values calculated from a reading of water elevation and 
an empirically determined stage-discharge relationship. 


The following terms are used to describe the quality of 
the records: 


Excellent: Records obtained at a site where an intensive 
discharge measurement program has produced a 
well-defined and stable stage-discharge relationship. 


Good: Records obtained from a site where an intensive 
discharge measurement program has produced a 
well-defined stage-discharge relationship which 
is not completely stable due to minor shifting | 
of the stream bed or other channel properties which 
control water levels. 


Fair: Records obtained froma site where scarcity of 
discharge measurements has permitted only moderate 
definition of the stage-discharge relationship. 


Poor: Records obtained froma site where an unstable control, 
poor discharge measurement section or scarcity of 
discharge measurements has resulted ina poorly 
defined stage-discharge relationship.

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INTRODUCTION 


On April 1, 1974, the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment re-organized its working structure from that 
with a centralized Toronto based organization, to a 
decentralized structure which provided for major Ministry 
offices in six regional centres across Ontario. With this 
re-organization, the responsibility for data collection 
fell to the Ministry's Regional Offices, while data 
assimilation, processing and publication remained the 
responsibility of Head Office. 


This bulletin contains streamflow data collected 
during 1974 in five Ministry Regions by the Water Resource 
Assessment Units of the Technical Support Sections.

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DATA QUALITY 


Many of the flows were determined by direct measurements; 
others are values calculated from a reading of water 
elevation and an empirically determined stage-discharge re- 
lationship. 


The following terms are used to describe the quality 
of the records:- 


Excellent: Records obtained at a site where an intensive 
discharge measurement program has produced a 
well-defined and stable stage-discharge 
relationship. 


Good: Records obtained from a site where an intensive 
discharge measurement program has produced a 
well-defined stage-discharge relationship which 
is not completely stable due to minor shifting 
of the stream bed or other channel properties 
which control water levels. 


Fair: Records obtained from a site where scarcity of 
discharge measurements has permitted only 
moderate definition of the stage-discharge 
relationship. 


Poor: Records obtained from a site where an unstable 
control, poor discharge measurement section or 
discharge measurements has resulted in a poorly 
defined stage-discharge relationship.
